made the following signed statemen®:

I regret very wuch that Tam obliged to take
pari controversy ‘which has arisen
througt the publication of Major Barttelot's
dairies and letters, The facts in my possession
I have never told to any person axcept to Mr,
Stanler, Walter (i. Barttelot and Mrs. Jame-
gon, and I only told them because they asked
for facts, and I thought they had a right to them.
Had Mr. Barttelotnot placed Mr. Stanley upon
the delense, this wonld never bave heen made
public and 1 abould not now be foreed to con-
firm the painful circumstances connected with
the rear column and the death of Major Bart-
telot, As it is, T will confine myself simply to
the matter which is now before the public, and
will refer only to thoso evants o which I can
testify from personal knowledge, 1 take up
these matters in the order in which Mr, Btan-
loy bas treated of them.

Probing the Polsoning Story,

I wiil first refer to the poisoning story. Mr,
Staniey, in his statement, quoted two entries
from the diarics of Major Barttelot, one of
which, page 18, under date of November 24
1%5, 18 as foilows:

‘HBonney and I talked about our probable
sction in the event of Stanley doing certaio
things, and I expresned myself openly.,™ The
other question I al page 170 of Major Bartre-
tot's dinries, under date of December 6, as fol-
lows:

“After dinner Boouey and I walked again,

in thae

bad esaid, and pointed out

habit of standing before the patives showing
his teeth and ng to frighten them by grin-
ing at them like & flend. It is also true that he
ran about the camp predding poople with a
steel pointed staff and hitting everything
about him. About the boy Boundi, there is not
the slightest doubt be died from the effects of
a kick in the leg given by Barttelot. Little
Sondi was & sturdy chap and very clever.

The Major's Fiendish Bratality,

On several occasions before he received the
fatal kick, I saw Barttelot stand beforo the boy,
calling him names, showing his teeth snd dis-
torting his face, He would turn tome and
say: “Now did you ever sos such a scoundrel™
and wonld make other remarks, and then re.
sume his anties. All this thme the boy wauld
staed motionless before him, with eyes down-
cast, thoroughly submissive.

(n ane aceasion he fimshed op by hitting the
littla fellow a terrific blow on the forehead
with a stick, which raised a lnmp almost as hig
asa door knob, Onthe day before the killing
of Barttelot, that is the l0th of July, 1858 he
gave the little Jad the kick from which he
never recovered.

It is quite true, 35 Walter Barttelot savs,
that Sondi died after Barttelot's death, bat It
:F ;qnntliy 'I:r:;! ;.‘ha: the boy died lérom td!t:;- ef-

ects of the kick, ns gangrene sot in, and from
this the Iad died.

I now come to the case of John Henry, the
mission boy, who died from the effectsof a
flocping ordered by Barttelot. Walter Bart-
tolott says Jobn Henry had been ordered to be
shot, but that this punishment was remitted
by the Major and flopging substitutea at the
request of Donney, This is only partly troe.

The Killing of John Henry.

John Henry could speak English, Armbiec
and the Zangibar language. He webdt with
Barttelot i order to act as interpreter between
that officer and Tippoo Tit. On the rosd back
from the visit to Ti Tib, Bartselot flogzed
Heary severely and lgfs him on the road. He
forgot that he left his revolver with the boy.
Joht Heury being afraid to return to camp,
went to his native village and sold Bartteloi's
revolver for food. He did not desert ashas

0 stated, but Barttelot sent a SBoudanese
guard after him, and he was brought back to
the eamp and placed in the guard room.

Iu talking with me, Barttelot said: “John
Han"ry isa danperous man and I will shoot
him'" I thought he was joking at first, but
finding be was serious, I took the matter up
and pointed out to the Major that we wore
short of men; that this wan was useful, and

Searing the Poor Victim.

On Sunday, when, 58 was any custom, [ was
sending for meu for the purpose of calling the
roll, Barttelot marched Henry out of the guard-
rfoom and said to me: *I am going to tell Honry
1o prepare for death, as he is going to be shot.™
I said: *“Do you mean to shoot him? 1 thonght
we had decided not to doso.” He replied: “No,
1 sm not going 1o shoot him, but I wastto
make him believe that | am.” “Why make him
Delievo that he isto die,”" I remonstrazed, *“4f
you dou’t intend to #hoot him?”

To this Baritelot made no reply, but calling
Henry up, told Lim in the presence of the
whole garrison to prepare for death at day-
light the next morning. Then under the
Buudanese escort, he marched the prisoner
biek to the guard house. The garrison was
nstonishedl at the order that the negro was to
be shot, and the moment that the Major went
aAway, the men showed their exeitement and
astonishment and eame to me to speak on be-

Natives Threaten to Desert.

Eeores of them crowded about me, all talk-
inz at the same time in tones of the greatest
excitemenl. I asked them to be quiet and let
one of their number speak.

A spokesman was sclected, and he stated that
if Major Barttelot shot John Henry they wonld
all desert. 1 replied to them that if the man
did wrong he must be punished; that 1t was for
the master to say what his punishment should
be, I told them it was not their place to inter.

Wondering What Baritelot Meant.

Mr. Baanley's statemoent reads us though it was
in Africa he first saw the foregomne entrios.

Barttelot’s Saspicions of Stanley.

Major Harttelot then asked me: Do you
think Stapnley is a palmer, 8 poisoner™ 1 re-
plied thut many statements had gone abroad in
lourope albout Mr. Stanley’s treatmen. of his
wiille men, but nothing was ever proved against
iartielot then remarked that he believed
v would poison any one if he got a
ehanee, andthat he shoula, therefore, decline
to receiveStanley’s hospitality for the fatare,
as it would be dungrerous,  Jamesoo soncorred
it this, and #aid that for the foture e would
not receive Suanley's hospitality,

Regar = the intention of Major Barttelot
to poison Selim Ben Moutameo, nepliew of
Tippo Tib, and the latter’s chiel man, to which
Bisniey briefls refors, tho circumstances oc-
curred ths way:

Dotermined 1o Poison Him,

Barttelot had many disputes with Selim, and
the most bitter foeliog existed bLetween themn.
Cme day Barttelot came to me and asked if I
had any tasteless poisons. I axked him why,
“what do you waut with them?” He replied:
*1 zmn determined to poison Selim.” T said: ~I
will go and see.”

| went to the medicine chest, removed from
1t 2l dangerous drogs, bid them, and then
went ang told Barttelot what 1 had done. He
sard, half angrily: “Why 63d you do that?™ 1
repliod: 1 have done so in order that the drugs
t get into dangerous hands,"”
inkinz for a moment, he made a rush
fora bottde of cyanide of potassivm, which
Jameson keptto destroy insects  Bringing it
back, e =ald: “This will do: bat then,” he
asked, as thongzh the thought just struek him,
M it tasteles ™" 1 replied: “1 don't Luow; why
don’l you tr3?7 “How would you mix it, in
hot or cold wazer?™ he asked “Try It in
wirm,” T repliod: “it will diskolve more easily,”

Tasting the Polson.

The guantity be put m was olie-quarter of an
ounce 10 thres olinces of water, 1 advised him
to taste It Limsell. e &id so, and Imme-
diately dropped the whole lo: on the ground,
splattering and spitting the liquid outof his
moutty, and at the same time he exclaimed:
“Noman could take that witheut knowing it
was polson, iU i 80 salt.” This was the end of
the incident, for the Major made no farther at-
templ to poison Sclim.

All these drugs to which I refer are now in
my possession. The staloment that Barttslot
seized & woman and fastened his toeth into her
flesh is quite trie, and the only wmistake My,
siacley makes is that it was into the woman's
cheok, and Bot inta ber shoulder that Major
Haritelot {ustened his teeth,

Saving Barttelot's Life.

This was one of the occasions upon which 1
=saved the life of Major Barttelot, for be wonld
Lave died with his teeth in the woman's face
Indl I not beaten off the crowd of enraged na-
tives who staried to aitack the Major with
their endgels. I bear upon iy forelead a scar
1 received in the flerce fight that falloweaq,
snd have others which ghow how nearly we
botl lost our lives

It s perfecily truc that Barttelot was iu the

A Soene of Horror,

Fach man was to aeliver 75 lashes. Henry
naver uttored a sound after the first 30 lnshes,
ashe became insensible to pain. This sceno
was the most terrible 1 ever saw. Mortufication
st in; the man's flesh fell off in pieces on to the

und and Lis body sweiled to twico its or-
inary size. Within 24 hours Henry died.

An event which Mr. Etanley does no refer to,
was the stabbing of the Chief Ungunga by
Major Barttolol. This was oun the occasion re-
ferred to by Walter Barttelot in his book,
where )t is stated that 1 captareg oight women
and a child in order to open up trade with the
native tribes. This is porrect. 1 captured the
women and child and bad suoceedaed in ex-
changing four of these women for 32 fowis,
some fish and palm oll, when Muajor Barttelos
interrupted my trading.

The Chief Unguuga wassitting down with me
and we were all laughing at the bargains, I
WAL trying to get asmmuch a8 possible for each
woman and utmost good wnature prevailed.
suddenly Major Baritelot came up and without
n word he drew his pocket knife and stabbed
Ul:fung‘ in the shoulder. Uoufusion followed,
and 1atonce releascd the other four wotnen
and gave them back Lientenant Troup can
testify to the troth of thls statement. Two
days after this Ungunga came to mo in seeret to
Lave hus wounds dressed. This I did.

The Killing of Bartielot,

Inorder to completely uuderstand the cir-
cumstunces under which Buarttelot was killed,
it is necessary to cotinect the various painful
incldents which have been related and to
record some other facts which bave not yet
Lieen tald. It was on July 15 1884 that I en-
tered the village in which the Major was sub-
sequencly Killed, 1 was made u present of a
horse, and Abdullah Koroni, the chief of the
village, gave me quantities of rieo and other
things to eat, and there was the best {eeling all
around,

Fversthing was quiet for two days. On the
17tk Major l&nulot came into the village; I
had not seen bim since the 28d of June, when
he Lind left me in the forest, taking 14 carriers
and leaving me 11 extra loads g‘ﬂa went to
Kranley Falis on the date mentioned becsuse
the men wore running away, owing to his cruel-
ties, and it was necessary for Lim to pet new
people. This was the oceasion when ke canpht
at Stanley Falls the chaps for the siaves which
bo intended to secure. After Major Barttelot
left me there was not a single desertion, and 1
say this, notwiinstanding the fact that my 1
bas been quoted to show that desertions still
continued, {or from the time the Major left me
I bad pot Jost a single wan, 1 found the way
which had been Jost :’{ Major Baruelor, and
got to the village on July 15

Working Up His Own Fate,

Assoon as Major Barttelot arrived, on the
17th, the good feeling whioh had previously ex.
isted disappeared. The moment he entered
the village he demanded of the chief 60 slaves
10 be delivered within four aays, and bananas,
palm all, etc., at once. The chief saud that he
couldn't get banapas or palm o0il aod that alj
the people bad run nw:‘{ becanse of so many
strangers being in the village. Major Barttleot
abusad the chief and sald thas If he did not get
what he demanded he wounld order his mon to
eat up everything they could find in the village
and desiroy the remainder when they lert,

This was the beginning of the ill-feeling
which eniminated in Bartielol’s death. 1t was
on the I&th that Sondd received the fatal kick
anil 1 saved the Major's life when he bit the
Manyems woman, and it was on the night of
that same day thas be Killed the Maneyma, the

Beating a Native's Brains Out.

Not an Eye Witness of the Tragedy.

Though I did not myself sea Major Barttelot
fall, there is no question as to how he died and
why. The description given by Stanley in s
statement ragarding the ciroumstances of the
shooting are correct, with the exception of the
reference to the steel-pointed cypress stafl.
Barttslot did not have the staff on that moro-
ing and did not therefore stab the woman with
it, but he did boat her with his first, and be did
kick her, and be had his loaded revolver 1n his
hand, as stated by Stanley,

1 join msue with Stanley with regard to the
Soudanese soldier, Burgon Mohammed, who was
shot in February, 1858, by 12 of his own men,
in the presence of the whole garrison, at Yam-
buya. He was shot by order of court martial,
pronerly convensd by the commander of the
garrison. The members were Bartielot, Presi-
dent Jameson, Troup, Ward, and myseif, The
previeas eharacter of the prisoner was proven
to be bad by the non-commissioned officers in
charge of the Soudanese and by severalcom-

anjons. He thad at different thmes

en  punished for deserting his post
wheén on sentry duty; Jor stealing an
#x: for threatening to -th his eommanding
officer; for stealing the rifle ammunition belt
of & eompanion; for breaking into the fort
after dark and lying in ambush for the purposs
of shooting Barttelot; for breakiug into Ward's
bouse and stealing half a goat and hiding it in
the roof of his house and throwing the blame
on another man,

Sentenced to Be Shot.

His rifle was loaded when be entered Ward's
house, and he wonld doubtiess have shot any-
one who disturbed him., After hearing the
evidence the court sentenced him to be shot,
and the sontence was carried out by the men
who broughit his guilt to light.

Stanley's statement regarding the projects
of Barticlot to start an expadition of his own
are entirely correct, 1t was after his revela-
tion of one of these projects that I attempted
to 5“ Troup and Ward to co-operate with me
in demanding an explanation of the proposed
expedition. 1 stated to them that if anything
of the kind came to a head I would oppose a!i
if 1 had to get the help of the Arabs, and
wonld not allow a box of smmunition to go in
any direction except in that decided npon by
Stanley. Neither Troup nor Ward made any
response to this, In fact, Troup had aiready
voluntecred to care for the goods which Bart-
telok proposed to leave bebind him,

Etanley made a slight verbal error in connec-
Hion with one of these proposed expeditions
where he says that the object was to ’g;u to
Unyoro via Ujiji. The destination of this ex-
m itlon was intended to be through Unyoro to

bers, where Captain Casatio was supposed
to be. Barttelot said he believed Stanley to be
dead or besieged, Jameson did not think that
Stanley was dead, bat believed he was besiaged
or following them to the coast,

. Did Not Belicve Stanley Dead.

There was, however, no reason to believe
Stanley dead, though Stanley states in his book
thatl thouglithe was dead. Ineverdid think so
and never gafd so. Stanley has said in his book
that I lacked initiative. Wlathe means is that
Tought to have taken Major Barttelot, bound
him and sent him away. Io his statement Mr.
Stanley expresses bis oplnion that wiolence
should have been osed, if necessary, to stop the
Fraceedin of Major Barttelot; but, speaking

or myself, 1 can only say that I am pleased that
Barttelot's blood ts not on my hands to«day, as
would bave been the case had 1 attempted to do
what Stanley snggests,

Barttelot was hated, so exeorated by every
black man in the camp, thatif I had over-
powered him and bouna him, the whaole gar-
rison would have lost their heads with joy, and
the moment ho had passed out of my bands on
tho way to the coast, the men wonid have torn
him limb from limb I would have been re-
sponsible for Bartwelot's death, and 1 prefer
that Stanley should charge me with lacking
initiative rather than bave that more serious
responsibility laid acaing: me,

Stanloy suggests that we might bave done
much by combined action, and I am willing to
admit that by combined action we might per-
haps have preventod the extremes to which
Barttelot went, But thero were many reisons
why combined action was impossible,

Nothing Could Stop Barttelot.

I wish to be perfectly frank and say that the
straineqa relations existing botween some of the
officers had much 1o do with this stava of alfai

o+

buot I cannot agree with Stanley that a writien
protest of any single ofMcer wonld have had the
desired effect upon Harttelot. It is us certain
a8 that 1 am writing this, that officers who
would have dared to write to Barttelot, ns Stan-
ley sugpests, would have bean marked men, It
wus not a slight matter to incur the dislike of
Bartielot,

Coming to the Jameson story, there can be no
doubt abount the absolute correctness of Stan-
ley's Wi have sworn to It
Jameson's servants told the story to the whole
garrison, and Jameson himself related to me
every incident as described by Stanler. In fact,
the only discrepency I find s that wy uotes say
thatJameson paid six eotton handkerchiefs for
the girl who was to be taken, instead of 12

Mr. Jameson showed me the sketches deserib.
ing the scene In detatl, 1 cannot now desoribe
each of the six sketches, but they began with a
picture of the girl belug broughtdown and tisg
by one hand to the native, who bolds in hisnghs
hand the fatal kuife,

Recalling Another Horror.

Ho is then represented thrusting the knife
into the girl, while the blood is seen spurting
ont. Then there is the scene of the carving up
of the girl, limb by lmb, and of the natives
scrambling for the pleces and running away to
cook them; and the final sketch represcnts the
feast. Thess sketches are now, or wore until
vory recently, in tho hands of Mrs. Jameson,
Amonrg the witnesses, were Assad Faran, the
mnterpreter, who has sworn to the facts,

liast saw Assad Faran in Cairo, when he
came up to meand wished to talk about the
matter, bot I told him that I did not wish to
say apything about it to him. The story had
gone to privite parties in logland, and every-
one thonght it best to kecp it as quiet as pos-
sible. At all events, I did not wish to mix my-
sell up with it, if I conld avold it

Walter Barttelot witl now understand what
1 meant when I asked him not to pull his
brotber out of the grave and thar be should
not publish Barttelot's diaries. It wounld be

remature, however, tosay that Walter Bartie-

ot was ignorant of these facts when he pub-
lishied his book and brought his charges against
Stanley, because when lie came to me and
asked me if thero were any reasons why they
shionld not be published and whether any facts
were hidaen which reflected on his brother, I
told bim nearly everything that I bave stated
above,and he eannot elaim thiat be was ignorant
of the charges arainst Jiis brotlier. There are,
however, stitements in these diaries which he
does not understand,

Suppressing Parts of the Diary.

Unfortunately, he has senn fit to suppress
parts of Barttelot's diary and parts of the let-
ters. Had ho published Barttelot's diaries and
letters in full they would, I am ecertain, have
thrown much light on this subject. 1 do not
think that anybody reading this story of the
actions of Major Barttelot, can doubt that he
was not in his right mind. I beliove now, and
I believed then, that he was insane, and it
would have been better If his friends, who
knew the circumstances, had placed this char-
isable construction upon Lis actions,

1 told Walter Barttelot that 1 believed his
brother was insane, and so far back as Aungust
18, 1881, T wrote from the Arab viliage of Ban.
alyato to Sir Walter Barttalot the full circum-
stances, and concluded my letter with thess
words: “After reviewing the Major's conduct
and the way he would stand and stare st peo-
ple and then call them names, then show his
teoth, ete, 1 most determine him to be of un-
sound mind.”

Walter Barttelot has thought fit to publish
part of this letter, bat if he will publ the
K:ru he has suppressed, it will be shown that

o was not ignorant of the actions of Major
Harttelor, Fault has been found with Stanley
ihat his siatement was hearsay: that he only
related things that he bad been told. Consid-
ering that Branley was not with the rear
column. of conr=e he had been told, but he
certainly bas said no more than the truth, and
not more than can be proved by documentsand
by oaths of persondl witnesses,

I1donot wish to defend Stanley. lam not
beholden to him, nor to anybody else In this
matter. Hut the public bave demanded the
wrath, and I conslder it my duty to give those
facts which have come within my own knowl-
edge. Nearly all the statements I have made
above were wade by me in wnting from day 1o
day as they occarred, and they a&ra now in
Stanley’s possession, WiLLiAM BONNEY,

DIRGE OF ANARCHY.

Two Thousand Sorrowing Friends of
the Haymarket Rioters

CELEBRATE THEIR EXECUTION.

Flery Bpeakers Breathe Threats of Revenge
¥or the Desd.

THE POLICE HAUL DOWM THE RED FLAG

Cuicaco, November 9.—Armfuls of
flowers, sympathetic speeches and s parade
of 2,000 sorrowing triends murked the cele-
bration to-day of the thirl anniversary of
the execution of the Aparchists, Spies,
Parsons, Engel and Fissher. Decorum
characterized all tha exercises. The
speeches, in comparison with old-time fiery
utteravces, were mild almost to tameness.

Tue leaden November sky and the cold
wind that came sweeping across the prairie
seomed to decrease the apdor of the agita-
tors,

At 11 o'clock the various enthusiastic
organizations began to gather at the coraer
of Market and Washington streets and at
12 the procession took up its line of march
for the Wisconsin Central depot.

Ex-Postmaster William F, Harrity and
ex-State Chairman William W, Hensel, both
of whom figured prominently in the Btata
fight whieh has resulted in the election of
Mr. Pattison, will to-morrow meet the Gov-
ernor-glect and confer with him regarding
affuirs of State. Messrs. Harrity and Hen-
sel, prior to the celebrated Bellevue Hotel
conlerence, were not at all friendly to the
nomination of Mr, Pattison, but when it
was deemed the best policy to put the ex-
Governor at the head of the State ticket
they went to work with a will 1n his favoer
and he was given the nomination.

QUAY’S RESIGNATION,

MEETING OF THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE
TO CONSIDER IT.

There Will be a2 Row About the Dispo-
sition of the Vunds Collected—Secretary
Frank Willing Leach Likely to Get
Into Trouble.

IEPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOW.1

WasHINGTON, November 9.—1It is ander-
stood that a meetiog of the Republican Na-
tional Committee will be called in the next
two or three weeks to comsider the im-
pending resigoation of Chairman Quay and
certain other interesting matters, A lively
time is to be expected at the meeting. Aside
from the great disappeintment in regard to
the resnlts of the late election there is a
general feeling of dissatisfaction in the
committee reference to the nse to which cer-
tain moneys collected for the benmefit of th
eampaign at large were applied.

So far as Quay’s resignation is concerned,
it is nnderstood he now wishes to create the
impression that he intended from the first to
resign the Chairmanship at this time when
the election was over. In this way he will
try to make it appear that he has not been
forced ont. The other matter, however,
promises to develop some elements of serious
controversy. It appears that Mr. Frank
Willing Leach, one of the secretaries
of the Republican National Com-
mittee, sent out a number of ecirenlars
to party eontributors, which were promptly
responded to. When the Congressiousl
Commitiee got wind of this, ils members
made considerable fuss and desired to know
upon what authority these funds were col-
lgcted. One of the principal reasons given
for the proposed chaage in the chairman-
ship 1s the fact that Mr, Wi per-
‘mitted fo run the committee and issue eir-
culars of assessment withont any authority
from the committes as a whole,

Mr, Leach told the members that he was
acting under the direction of the chairman,
and at the time they contented themselves
with expressing their disapproval of his
course. The members of the Congressional
Committee manifested much bad feeling
about the matter during the campaign, de-
claring that whatever money was thus col-
lected by the XNational Committee mnst
have been sent inw Pennsylvania, as they
had received none of it, and that it ought to
have been fairly distributed.

Committee for the Relief of Famine in lre-
land issues the lellowing public statement:

The American Committes for the Relief of
Famine in Ireland temporarily withdraws its
appeal to the American people. At the time
that that appeal was lssued there was no reason
for believing that the distress which woald
follow the fallure of the potato crop in

Ireland wonld Dbe relieved otherwise
than by American generosity. No steps
had been taken by the British

Government to meet the crisis, The rirst elfect
of the action of the American eommittes was
to provoke unchrissian and flippant denials by
the English Tory press that disiress existed or
that famine was threatened. Nevartheless,
the developments of the past month have fully
confirmed the warning of impending calamity
gn: forth in the American commities’'s appeal.

ut while the physieal sitnation in distressed
Ireland has vot altered, there has bean provided
the promise, at least, of relief which wiil be ad-

uale even to the dire nature of the distress
whioh 18 at hand,

The British Government has been spurred,
fl to investignte, through its (Cluief Secrotary
for inland. the danger which threatened the
lves ol its pwﬂ?. and, second, to undertake s
system of gu ¢ works in  the dustressed
distriots, which, by lﬂordlnf; partial re-
relief, will as loast postpone the Invasion of the
demon of famine, The ocommittes has gond
reason for belleving that this sumdden activity
on the part of the British Government is
largely due to the prompt sympathy and
support spontaneously offered from this coun-
try, and the committee aceordingly congratu-
latea the American ple on having seeursd
for the sufferers inIreland a substantial lope
of reliof without the ¢xpenditure of a dollar,
Under thess clnnﬁm‘l circumstances, and hnns-
much as the British Guvernmaent {s now pledged
to provent distress coming to the Irish people,
tho American commitiee is of the opinion that
there may be no need of sendivg food and
clothing to Ireland trom Ameriea.

This conclusion s reached after friendly
consultation with the representatives of the
Irish people now in Ameriea. The committee

of the envoys to this couutry. The sole par-
pose of the committee has been to feed the
starving and o clothe the naked.

Py this time Harry Frazier (colored) bee
came involved in the fight and he went to
the ground with two wouads through the
leit leg and right bip.

After shooting Paul, the negrq turned
about and ran with the crowd in full chase.
The firing became general and he received &
bullet in the back. With three or four men
in pursuit, Uttley ran all over the fown,
ernwled under &« barn and was finally cap-
tured in the Central Hotel by two citizens
and escorted to the office of Dr. Hurley. A
mob soon gathered around the office, erying
for the negro’s blood.

While these interesting proceedings were
in force an examination of the battlefield
wus mude, In all six men were shot: Paul,
who died this morning 1t 9 o’clock; Fraxier
(eolored), William Cabb, & farmer, specta-
tor; Ultley and Campbell.

ONE WAS SPIRITED HOME.

Another man, supposed to be from Somere
ville, was seriously wounded, but in the ex-
citement his friends placed him on board the
southbound train and carried him home.

The affair occurred about9 in the sven-
ing and was all over withia balf an bour,
Sheriff MeFeely and Deputy Fogorn were
telephoned for and arrived at the seat of war
at midnight, Finding the town in an op-
roar and the citizens tarribly excited and
determined to baug the aegzo, the riot uIJ
was read and the erowd partially dispersed.
